Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. — 7  cases  were  notitied  ;  2 

deaths  occurred. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Notifications  show  an  increase  of  41. 

Pneumonia. — Notifications  show  an  increase  of  9. 

Diphtheria. — It  is  significant  that  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
notified  during  the  twelve  months  under  review. 

Measles. — There  is  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles 
notified,  240  in  1950  as  against  359  in  1949. 

Whooping  Col’Gh. — There  is  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of 
ca.ses  notified,  81  in  1950  as  against  96  in  1949.  There  was  one  death. 

Food  Poisoning.  There  were  no  outbreaks  of  food  poisoning 
in  1950. 

Venereal  Disease. — Full  support  has  been  given  to  the 
Northumberland  County  Council  in  their  projiaganda  against  ^  enereal 
Disease.  Posters  have  been  published  and  handljills  distributed  and 
full  information  as  to  the  jdaces  and  times  of  the  Clinics  supplied  to 
enquirers  at  this  Public  Health  Dejiartment. 


Prevention  of  Blind.ness. — There  were  no  cases  of  0])hthalmia. 
Neonatorum  during  the  year. 


Tuberculosis. — No  action  was  neces.sary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  with  regard  to  persons  employed 
in  the  milk  trade,  nor  in  the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  persons 
sulTering  from  Tuberculo.sis.

Dear  Dk.  CuxNixcHAii, 

I  beg  to  Hubmit  my  Re])ort  on  tlie  Sanitary  and  Housing  Depart¬ 
ments  for  the  year  1950. 

Hol’Sim;. — Considerable  progress  has  been  attained  in  our  Housing 
Programme  during  the  year  1950.  The  Council  were  able  to  obtain 
an  additional  allocation  of  30  houses  to  their  zonal  figure  owing  to  the 
fact  that  land  was  available  and  onr  zonal  figure  was  u.sed  u])  early  in 
the  year  1950.  In  total  we  were  able  to  occupy  174  new  houses  :  by 
the  allocation  of  these,  the  re-allocatioi'.  of  (S  existing  houses  which 
became  vacant  and  the  adjustment  of  tenancies  during  the  occupation 
of  the  new  houses  (moving  overcrowded  tenants  out  ot  existing  Council 
houses  into  new  larger  houses  and  re-letting  the  vacated  houses),  we 
were  actually  able  to  effect  improved  coirditions  for  no  less  than  3n(i 
families.

OVERCROWDIXG. 

Four  very  bad  cases  of  new  overcrowtliug  were  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  Department  during  the  year  and  in  two  instances  wc 
were  al)le  to  effect  abatement  without  having  to  report  to  the  Council 
thereon.  In  the  other  two  instances  the  matter  was  reported  to  the 
Committee  and  instructions  were  given  to  serve  notice  for  the  abatement 
of  the  overcrowding.  In  one  instance  the  notice  was  not  complied 
with  and  the  occu])ier  was  prosecuted  for  permitting  the  overcrowding 
in  contravention  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936.  The  defendant  was  found 
guiltv  of  the  offence  and  was  fined  £5. 


Hki’air  of  ilorsEs. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  tletails,  later  given,  tha.t  a  considerable 
amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out  in  the  repair  of  houses.  In  no 
less  than  30  instances  was  it  necessary  to  ask  for  instructions  to  serve 
notices  under  Section  9  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 

Work  was  completed  during  the  year  to  24  of  the  houses,  S  by 
the  owners  who  com|)lied  with  th(‘  notice's  ;  in  the  other  16,  sj)ecitica- 
tions  were  preparaal,  tenders  wen-.  obta.ined  by  advertisement  and  the 
work  done  bv  builders  on  behalf  of  the  Council,  the  work  being 
supervised  by  the  l)e|)artment  and  the  iinal  costs  being  charged  to 
the.  owners. 
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It  was  in‘('(\''Sary  to  lia\(‘  I.'IK  hoiisi's  rcpairi'd  hy  lonual  action 
under  the  I’ulilic  Health  Act,  ItldO;  ol  these  I ‘27  \v(‘re  r(‘|)air(*<l  hv 
tlu'  owners  who  complied  with  t  hi'  notices,  hut  in  I  instances  it  was 
necessary  ior  the  Council  to  do  tlu'  work  in  di'lanit  similarlv  to  that 
unih'r  Si'ction  tt  of  the  Ilousine  Act,  iDdli. 

It  IS  noted  that  niori'  diflicultv  is  heme  e.\|i(‘rienced  to  persna.de 
landlords  to  maintain  pro|)erty  in  a  sadisfaetorv  condition.  I’ents 
ha\'e  not  hi'cn  incri'asi'd  sinci'  Iddhaaid  t  hi' cost  ol  la-honrand  mati'rials 
has  heen  more  than  donhled  and,  in  some  cases,  Irehled  to  what  thev 
were  pre-war  and  landlords  are  findine  it  dillicnlt  to  mei't  the  cost  of 
repairs.  Property  is,  therefore,  being  neglected  until  attention  is 
drawn  by  the  Di'partinent  to  very  neeessarv  repairs. 

Whilst  rent  restriction  is  not  the  purview  of  the  Sanitarv  lns|H'cfor 
it  is  imjiossible.  to  ignore  this  fa.ctor  and,  if  further  deterioration  of 
property  is  to  hi'  arrested,  the  rents  of  houses  must  receive  attention 
but  it  is  to  b('  ho|)ed  that  no  scheme  lor  rent  increase  will  be  allowed 
without  imjiosing  some  conditions  ri'garding  the  fitness  of  the  jiropertv, 
and  permission  to  increasi'  the  rent  should  onlv  lie  granted  if  the 
properties  are  maintained  in  a  fairly  high  standard  of  fitness  and  not 
as  in  the  previous  instance  when  in  I'J^o  an  increase  of  40  per  cent, 
was  allowed  on  all  rent  for  repairs  regardless  of  the  conditions  of  the 
property.

Further  pro-ires.^  lia-s  been  made  to  lia,v(‘  inside  vvati-r  supplies 
]>rovided  to  houses  without  this  amenity,  lii  all,  57  houses  were 
])rovided  with  inside  water  sujiplies  and  sinks.  Arran-ienumts  were 
made  for  the  improvement  of  a  further  (10  houses  but  the  work  was 
not  eompleted  before  the  end  of  the  year.  The  procedure  ado|)ted 
])reviously  of  recpiiriny  an  inside  water  supply  and  sink  to  individual 
houses  without  tlii-se  amenities  was  jmrsueii  duriiifr  the  year.  'I’lie 
jiroportion  oi  the  houses  now  drawing  water  from  common  taps  as 
compared  with  those  with  inside  water  supplies  has  been  further 
reduced  by  the  (I)  erection  of  new  houses,  which  are  all  provided  with 
inside  water  supply,  sinks  and  baths,  (2)  the  new  inside  supplies 
provide.l  and  mentioned  above,  and  (3)  the  (h-molitioii  of  houses  in 
-  learance  areas  where  the  siijiply  was  from  standpipes  in  the  street. 


Till'  lollovviiig  shows  tli(‘  position  with  rc'ffiird  to  water 

supplies,  haths,  sinks,  W  .C.'s  for  tin'  whoh^  area,.  It  is  to  he  noted 
that  tin'  percentage  of  houses  now  drawing  water  from  stand  pipes 
in  tin'  street  has  hecm  rednccnl  to  tin!  low  figure  of  4  |)er  cent.

Hactekioloou’au  E.xa.minatio.n'  of  Water. 

During  tlie  investigation  of  a  ease  of  acute  ])olioniyelitis  a  com- 
jdaint  was  made  that  the  water  suj)ply  apjjeared  to  be  somewhat 
cloudy.  Samples  were  immediately  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  it  was  found  that  tlie  sample  from  the  house  in 
(juestion  showed  a  count  of  —  ISO  B.  coli  per  lOO  m.l. 

'Phis  matter  was  immediately  investigated  and  further  sam]>les 
were  taken  on  the  estate  and  from  premises  at  the  point  where  the 
water  mains  enter  the  estate  and  from  other  ])a.rts  of  the  district. 

It  was  found  that  the  sa.mples  from  the  rest  of  the  district  and  the 
point  where  the  mains  enter  the  e.state  were  satisfactory  but  again 
samples  at  or  near  the  house  were  unsatisfactory.  The  matter  was 
immediately  taken  up  with  the  Newcastle  and  (hiteshea<l  Water  Co., 
who  had  the  drains  chlorinated.  Further  sam])les  were  taken  to  te.st 
the  etl'ect  of  this  chlorination  and  it  was  again  found  that  the  .samples 
taken  from  houses  drawing  sup])lies  from  a  ci'rtain  main  were  highly 
polluted. 


During  our  investigation  it  was  noted  that  builders  were  using 
a  standpipe  from  a  hydrant  and  water  was  escaping  into  th.e  hydrant 
casing  and  on  observation  it  was  noted  that  the  level  of  this  water 
was  rising  and  falling.  C|)(>'i  examination  it  was  found  that  the 
leather  washer  at  the  connection  of  the  stand|)ipe  to  the  hydrant  was 
very  badly  worn  and  it  was  suspected  that  during  the  heavy  draw 
on  tlu'  main  the  water  from  the  hydrant  casing  was  finding  its  way 
into  the  main  and  causing  ])ollutinn.  new  washer  was  proviiled 
for  the  stamlpipe  and  the  mains  again  chlorinated.  Further  sam})les 
submitt('d  w('r('  highly  satislactory.  In  all,  31  samples  had  to  be 
taken  over  tlu'  period  until  we  were  .satisfied  that  no  furtlu'r  pollution 
('xistc'd.

The  district  is  comi)ara,ti vedy  free  from  had  infestadioms  of  the 
hed  hug.  All  comphiints  are  iiu'estigated  and,  if  necessary,  v'ork  is 
cairied  out  hy  (  (mncil  workmen  and  a.  charge  made  against  either 
(1)  the  landlord  in  the  case  ol  an  einjitv  house  or  (2)  the  tenant  in 
the  ca.se  of  an  occupied  liou.se.  Where  the  tenant  is  willing  to  carry 
out  the  work  him, self  he  is  allowed  the  free  use  of  the  sprayer  and  a 
'•harge  lor  the  solution  proviiled  is  made.  We  are  .still  carrying  out 
treatment  of  all  lurniture  moved  into  Council  houses  whether  from 
slum  clearance  areas  or  from  normal  allocation  of  (’ouncil  houses 
It  heing  a  requirement  of  the  Council  that  all  furniture  mmst  he  treateil 
]>rior  to  removal,  hut  during  this  treatment  it  has  heen  noted  that 
tnere  is  a  very  small  jiercentagi*  even  of  the  old  hoinses  ha.div  infested 
with  vermin.  In  instances  where  it  is  found  nece.ssarv,  second  and 
third  treatments  are  given  in  the  new  hou.se.s,  following  the  initial 
treatment  helore  the  furniture  leaves  the  old  house.  Th(>  solution 

u.seil  IS  D.l).  r.  ,n  Kero.seiie  and  it  has  been  found  that  this  preiiaration 
IS  very  effective.

/C/c-hne.v.— The  Council  gave  eomsiderat ion  to  Circular  IS  ID 
D  .i.ti\e  to  the  adoption  ol  hvidaws  for  ,s(*curing  the  oh.servation  of 
sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  and  practices  in  eoniu'ction  with  the 
liii'idlmg.  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  intended  for  sale  for  human 
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consumption  iiiul  in  connection  with  the  sale  or  exposure  of  food  for 
sale  in  the  open  air,  and  adojited  Hyelaws  for  the  district  based  on 
the  model  produced  by  tlie  Ministry  of  Food. 

Extrrun’om  Matter  in  Bread. — Complaints  were  received  by  the 
l)ei)artment  in  two  instances  of  extraneous  matter  being  found  in 
bre.id.  The  first  was  that  of  a  cigarette  end  which  had  been  found 
in  a  loaf  and  the  second  was  a  piece  of  cement  found  embedded  in 
a  loaf.  In  each  case  the  Committee  were  of  the  oj)inion  that  there 
had  been  some  negligence  and  instructions  were  given  to  take  legal 
proceedings.  In  each  case  the  Bench  decided  that  an  offenc.C‘  had 
been  committed  and  imposed  penalties. 

Food  Traders'  Guild. — The  Public  Health  Committee  agreed  to 
sponsor  the  inauguration  of  a  Food  Traders’  Guild  in  the  district. 
Invitations  were  sent  out  to  all  the  foorl  trailers  in  the  district  and 
a  meeting  was  held,  when  a  scheme  was  laid  before  the  traders  and 
the  proposal  receiveil  favourable  consideration.  64  traders  attended 
this  meeting.  Unfortunately,  formal  applications  for  membership  of 
the  Guild  were  very  slow  in  coming  forward  and,  owing  to  this  and 
pressure  of  other  work,  we  were  not  able  to  make  the  })rogress desired. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  however,  more  applications  were 
received  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  by  1951  many  certificates  of  membershi[i 
will  be  disirlayed  throughout  the  area.  Advantage  was  taken  during 
the  meeting  of  the  food  traders  to  use  the  services  of  the  Central 
Council  of  Information  and  a  film  show  was  given  dealing  with  the 
handling  of  food.

where  it  is  weii;hed,  alloeated  to  tlie  hutehers  eoneerned,  loaded  into 
hiiti  hers  \aus  and  taken  to  the  liutehers  shops.  I  have  reported 
on  previous  oeeasioiis  witli  regard  to  tliis  e.ytra  handling  of  meat  whiidi 
iiiitigates  against  the  aiipearanee  and  tlie  keeping  ipiality  of  the  meat.

CoTTAOERs'  Pios. 

I  he  practice  oi  previous  years  of  notifying  the  Dejiartment  of 
all  licences  issued  lor  the  slaughter  of  cottagers’  pigs  hy  the  Food 
Office  was  stojiped  and,  therefore,  it  was  only  in  instances  where  the 
cottager  or  the  hutcher  informed  the  Department  were  we  aware  that 
slaughter  was  taking  place.  In  all  instances  wdiicli  were  drawn  to 
The  notice  of  the  Department  inspections  were  carried  out.  Only  a 
small  amount  of  meat  was  found  to  be  diseased.  Generally,  cottagers 
and  farmers  slaughtering  pigs  for  their  owm  use  are  very  desirous  to 
ha\e  then  animals  e.xamined  by  a  (|ualified  inspector  at  the  time 
of  slaughter.

I  he  Gouncil  have  considered  the  facilities  which  are  available 
wiTliin  the  area  for  the  slaughter  of  animals  for  human  consumption, 
and  m  view  of  the  fact  that  the  jiresent  facilities  would  be  insufficient 
for  the  needs  of  the  area  should  there  be  a  revision  to  the  pre-war 
jiractice  of  butchers  being  able  to  jnirchase  live  animals  for  slaughter 
and  also  considering  the  possible  increase  in  the  iiopulation  of  the 
district  and  have  agreed  in  principal  to  such  a  jiroject.  Inspections 
have  been  made  of  such  establishments  in  other  di.stricts  and  the 
Surveyor  has  been  imstructed  to  proceed  so  as  to  have  proposals 
advanced  should  the  possibility  arise.

Disposal  of  Refuse. 

It  is  necessary  in  this  area  to  u.se  three  sejiarate  tips  owing  to 
the  scattered  nature  of  the  district  and  to  the  high  ash  content  and 
correspondingly  heavy  nature  of  the  refuse  collected.  The  three  tips 
useil  (luring  L949  w^ere  : — 

1.  Burradon  Quarry,  which  still  has  suHicient  space  for  a  number 
of  years  to  take  the  refuse  from  Annit.sford,  Burradon  and 
Dudley. 

2  Scaffold  Hill  Quarry.  This  quarrv  became  filled  to  the  Rvel 
of  the  adjoining  land  during  the  year.  As  arrangements  hac 
not  been  comjileted  for  the  new’  tip  at  hit ley  Road,  mentionec 
below,  we  were  able  to  have  facilities  of  tilling  in  a  small  (juaii} 
at  Killingworth.  This  had  space  for  a])proximately  9  or  Id 
months  and  served  until  the  end  of  the  year. 

3.  Widcopeu  Quarry,  which  was  purchasecl  by  the  Council  with 
the  intention  of  eventually  making  it  into  a  park  and  open 
space  for  this  part  of  the'  distriet,  still  has  sufhcient  accom¬ 
modation  for  refuse  lor  a  further  H--  years. 


yeu'  rip.  Moor  Colliery,  Wliillry  Load. 

This  is  a  large  area  of  land  w  hich  is  low  and  bogged  and  is  derelict 
owing  to  it  not  being  possible  to  cultivate  and  the  Council  openei 
negotiations  for  a  lease  so  as  to  use  lor  tiiiping  and  to  reclaim  the  lam 
lor  cultivation.  'Phis  arini  was  rather  too  large  for  our  own  re.pure- 
inents,  and  as  the  cost  of  control  of  it  would  be  heavy  it  was  (iecided 
to  assist  Cosforth  Crban  District  Council,  who  had  made  application 
for  tipi.ing  facilities  in  the  area,.  A  meeting  was  arranged  between 
representatives  of  both  aiithoritii’s  and  an  amicable  arrangement  was 
made  whereby  the  two  authorities  will  tip  on  this  site.

In  the  case  eif  a,  hou.se  ami 
shop  one  luii  is  ri'inoveei  free  of  e-harge  ;iml  a  e-harge  is  imule  for  the 
iielelitiomd  bins.

Whilst  all  the 
industrial  pn'inises  in  this  district  use  electrical  energy,  and  then' 
an'  no  potential  smoke  nuisances  from  any  premises,  the  i)0ssibility 
of  nuisance  from  burning  pit  heaps  remains  and  informal  discussions 
have  taken  ])lace  with  the  managements  of  the  collieries  in  the  district 
in  order  to  minimise  the  risk  of  tire  from  such  accumulations.  I  nder- 
takings  have  been  given  that  immediate  action  will  be  takt'n  should 
iiny  of  the  pit  heaps  show  signs  of  combustion.
